Abnocst invariably, the patient with 
chronic appendicitis suffers froma stubborn constipation. 

The Boe definite wey to arrve at the diagnosis is to tale X-ray 
pictures and also to study the appenci under the fhueroscepig X-ray. 
When the appendix is located under tie Juorese Ope, Wie it is the seat 
of chronic inflammation, it will be found that the pout of preantest 
tenderness centers around the appendix and that when the appendix 
is moved by the fingers of the examiniig coctor, the point of grientest 
tenderness will also be moved to correc pond with the changed povition 
of the appendix, 

Once in a while the natient Sites 
in the lower right hand side of the shdomen when he is tired, or 
after strenuous exercise and this syiipiom indicates pocsible invelve- 
ment of the appendix, In mild cases of chronic appendicitis, the patient 
is able to carry on his ordinary aciivicy.

However, if. the 
distress Is due to colitis it is more likely to be a general distress, 
being spread over most of the colon, Instead of the tenderness being 
localized over the fppendix area, it is more likely to extend over 
portions of the ascenditg colon and the sigmoid colon, Certainly, a 
thorough study is required in every case of chronic appendicitis in 
order to arrive at a conclusive sraidnates 

The conservative treatment of chronic 
chiefly upon diet. There are no medicinal remedies whieh may be 
used to overcome the chronic inflaniueation, The patient should omit 
those foods which induce intestinal imitetion and it is very important 
that revular intestinal eliminations be sgeured. Laxatives, purge tives 
lerides.. and ecatharlics may do considerable harm and should he rieridly 
avoided.
